Fortnightly  collections  are  given  throughout  the  country  districts  and 
weekly  in  the  town  of  Pershore , 

Contracts  for  refuse  collection  have  also  been  undertaken  with  Norton 
Barracks  and  R.R.E.  Pershore. 

Three  refuse  vehicles  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

Paper  continued  to  be  salvaged  during  the  year,  the  revenue  amounting 
to  £796  compared  with  £581  during  1956.  scrap  metal  and  other  materials 
are  also  recovered. .
